BOARD OF TAX REVISION.

KESBIT'S BILL DEFEATED ON FINAL
PASSAGE IN THE HOUSE

Its Author, However, Thinks That It Wil
Be Beconsidered and Eventually Passed
—Mr. Keurns Makes a Lengthy Argu-
ment Against the M o,

HaAnrissUrG, April 14.—Mr. Nesbit’s
bill creating a board of tax revision was de-
feated on final passage to-day, receiving four
less than the constitutional number of voles
necessary to pass it. Mr, Kearns, of Allegheny,
led the oppoesition te it, woving first to amend
by making the members of the board elective
mstead of being appeointed by the courts, and
that in voting for them each elector vote for
buttwo, as in the oase of county commis-
sioners,

Mr. Kearns argued that in its present shape
the bill was unconstitational, as the members
of the board were county officers, and must
therefore be elected by the people. In support
of his position. he quoted the cage of Tageart
versus the Commonwealth, On the resigna-
tion of the Phiisdelphia Controllership by Mr.
Paitison when first elected Governor, the City
Councils appointed Mr. Taggait tothe vacancy.
Attoroey (eneral Cassidy took out m writ of
quo warranto against T roquiring him
1o show by what right be heid the office. Ths
case was taken to the Supreme Court, ansd
Cuiefl Justice Mercor decided that, being a
county office, it must be fliled by election, and
Tagzart was ousted.

Mr. Kearns further argned that the provision
requiring the Judges o appoint on the board
the ihree men whom “they shall deem most
competent” was absurd, It was ridiculous to
suppose that there woere threes mwen in half a
million people fitted above all the rest o dis-
charge these duties, Mr. Kearus' amendment
was not agreed to, nor was that offered Ly Mr,
Riter, of Philadelphia, to strike out the pro-
vision that the members of the board “shallnot
all belong to the same political party,” The
yeas and nays were taken, and ihe bill was lost,
the voie being @ yens to 56 nays. Mr, Nesbit

LOCAL PROHIBITORY LAWS.

Defoat of the Verona License Bill May Set
the Faoce for Others in thy Same Box

HARRISEUEG, April 14.—8, E. SBtewart's bill
to repeal the prolibitory law for Verona bor-
ough, defented several weeks ago, and subse-
quently reconsidered, came up on final passage
to-day, and was again laid out, receiving three
voles less than on its former failure. Mr. Lytle
opposed the bill. The House should not, be
said, meadle with liguor legislation, and par-
ticularly should not repeal local probibitery
laws, He read a letter from David MeCargo,
Superintendent of the Allegheny Valley Rail
road, protesting strongly against the repeal of
the law,

Mr. Lytle said that all admitted the House
bad made = wismake wben it bad voted to
awmend the Brooks law, and bad felt relieved
when the Senate bad defeated the measure. It
shoald not make another wistake. Ex-Speaker
Griham sdid that e had heard of pettions for
the defeat of tue bill, but Le koew of not a
sinele reputable citizen of Verona who Lad
asked j1s passage. Mr. Stewart sald that 241 of

He mentioned this to put hiwmself
right before the pubbe.- A majority of the
repulabile cilizens of Verona demanded the
repeal of the law, snd he should vote for the
bill. Mr, Brooks opposed the repeal, saying
that public sentitment was in favor of no relax-
atlon of existing lawn, The yeas and ba
were called and the bill was lost by a vole of 91
to 74, receiving 12 less than the requisite num-
bor.

Suggestious Made to the Legislature By the

HARRISHURG, April 14—The bill accom-
panying the report of the Bank Investigation
Comuittee provides for the establishment of a
separate and distinet departmentto be ealled
the banking department and charged with the
exeontion  of all  laws relative 1o
bauks, banking oompanies, saving insti-
tutions  and saving banks, and all
corporations having the power to recelve
muaey on deposit, other than insuranee eom-
panies dning solely an insurance business, The
head of this department shall be called buper-
Intendent of banks, be appointed by the Gov-
ernot, with the eonsent of the Senate, for four
veurs, giving $20.000 bonos. He shall at least
OGCE 4 Vear EXRmINe, or cuuse to be cxamined
br a competent person whom be shall desig:
uats, all books, papers and affairs of sueh cor-
porations, the expenses of the examination to
b paid by the eorporation, which will also re-
port 1o him quarterly. -

Whehever from these jospections, or re
it shall appear to him that the capizal of any
corporition is reducsd by jmpairment, or
vibierwise, below the amount requiired by law,
or below the mmpount certitied as paid
In, he shall reguire them to make good the de-
fleit within 00 days, and on ther fallure to do
s0, shall notify the Altornuf General, who
£hall apply 1o court for a rule to show cause
why they stionld not be closed, and pending
such procvedings the superintendent shall be
ewpowered to take nossession of its property
and business, retaining the same until the wat-
ter 1s determned.

PITTSBURG STREET BILLS,
Mr. Howard Submits Some Amendments
That Were Not Well Thought of.

HaErisBUrG, April 14 —Chairman Jobhnson
and W, K. Jones, members of the sub-commit-
tee of the House Judiciary General, appointea
to consider the Pittsburg strees bills met Sen-
ator Flynn, T. B. Carnahan, Chief Bigelow, W.
J. Howard and Alfred Marland in the Speak-
et's room to-night,

Mr, Howard submitted & number of amend-
ments, They were mainly verbal, or for the
purpose of amplifying or making more explicit
certain provisions of the bill, and with one ex-
caption 1n no way changed their scope or effect.
The exception was the striking out of the pro-
visions creating tbe DNepartment of Awards
and Lavraries. There was & substantial agree-
ment between Mr. Howard and the friends of
the bills on these awondments, and it is proba-
ble that the committee will incorporate them.
Mr. Howard's swendment striking oot the last
clause of the charter, giving Counecils poper to
enact such ordinances as they may deem peces-
sary for the government and weifare of the
city, was not agreod to by those having the bills
in charge,

Bosrox, April 14.—There was a very
dramatic ineideat in the Uuited Stales
Court to-day when Geuneral Beu F. Buigr,
after . membership of nearly hulf a ce
in the United States bar, had a case taken
from him and was forbidden to address the
Court. The scene was s remarkable one,
and has created a great sensation in town.

It was the climax in a long series of sem-
sational scenes connected with the trialef
Mrs.Cluretta F. Johnson for perjury. General
Butler stated at the outset that this wonld
be his last eriminul cuse, and he has fought
every inch of the way as only he can fight
legal battles, To-day he was deposed znd
the fuir prisoner was informed by Judge
Carpenter that she must secure other
coutsel.

For some time previous to the opening ol
the court rumors had been flying around the
court that something out of the usnal course
would eecur, bat nobody eould tell just
what it was likely to be. There was an sir
of anxious expectation apparent everywhere
in the crowded conrtroom. Every eye was
strained in the direction of the entrance,
watchingitbe anticipaigd arrival of the Gen-
eral. Geoperal Butler ratered the courtroom
in company with his partner, Prenotiss
Webster, and with his usual boutouniere,
this time & carnation piok.

A Bow Whthout a Response.

RIOTOUS ONCE MORE.

Small but Angry Mobs, Mainly of
Women, Swoop Down on Trotter,

A NUMBER OF PERSONS IXJURED.

Conflicting Claims ss to the Kumber of
Deserting Strikers.

POLES KEPT 0UT BY THEIR PRIEST

IFROK A STAFP CORREAPONDRENT,1

M. PLEASANT, April 14 —A riot at
Trotter to-day and one last night served to
break the monotony im the coke region.
Broken heads, windows and doors attest
thut the conflict, while it lasted, was a
severs one; but all engaged in it will live to
tell the tale. It was about 10 o'clock last
vight, and the men at Trotter were sleeping
peacefully, when a crowd of over 200 men
and women swooped down upon their
homes.

Stones crashing through windows and
doors heralded the oneoming of the rioters,
and before 8 move could be made in defense
the charging party was in almost complete
possession. The clerks and others on guard
at the company’s store went to the assist-
ance of the besieged party, and atter a short
struggle were successiol. The men and
their familjes were removed to the residence
of the superintendent, where a guard was
put out. There were

A Number Injured, Including n Womuan,

A number of persons were injured In the
affair. Mrs. Reynolds, wife of one of the
men, was badly beaten, but the others
escaped with only slight injuries. All night
crowds lingered about the place. . This

afternoon a second sttack was made at the
Trotter works. About 2 o’clock 200 women
descended upon the works, but were beaten
off. Then they went to Leizenring, about a
mile distant, where they were joloed by wbout
200 men. They wmarhed arouna boating tin.
Enu& hooting and yelling, but no further

nmage was done, nor was any attack mhde on
the works. Trotter is in Fayette ceunty, and
after the trouble s number of men, on whose
bomes the attack was made, went to Union-
town to wake informations sgainst persons
who were ized in the mob.

Mavager Lynch says that the number of men
working were not lessened on actount of the
attack, but on the contrary six more men were
at work to-day than yesterday. There are, ae-
cording to his statement, 4 men at work, There
ara 400 ovens in the plant. Lelsenring No. 2 is
where the largest gain was reported. For sev-
eral days attempts bave been made to start gp
the plant, but heretofore ouly a faw men ha%e
reported for duty.

Still the Same Conflioting Clalms.

At the Frick office at Scottdale it was re-
ported to-day that over 100 mien were at work.
The labor leaders claim to have most authentic
information to the effent that not over s score
of men are working there, The operatorsare
authority for the statement that more were at
work over the region to-day than any time sinco
tho strike, and that more are promising to o
to work to-morrow. Acoording to their way of
thinking, er at least talking, the strike 18
broken and the men will to go back to
work like s floek of sheep.

Nog
a cowpromise, not an uwofair concession,
nuot one naﬂ& taking advantage of the other,
but the tru of the whole situation as iz
affects labor and capital, 3s ic toucnes indus-
tries in general and the economic and commer-
cial principies on which our modern life Is
based.

A Question Thut's Far-Reaching.

“I must contess I am not suiliciently in-
formed regarding all the phases of indastey
and labor, of trade and ecommerce, to advocate
or opposs the demand for eichthourn Itis s
far-reaching quesrion, worthy of the highest
consideration and the most deliberate thoughs
and discussion. [ have faith in the Intelligence
of the employer and the employed, and believe
that alt the existing differances will in the end
be adjusted in barmony with the best interests
of butin, Lo:3 of money,wasted capital, demor-
alization of trade, misery, saff and want
are oftentimes ithe companions of lock-outs snd
sirikes. As asincers friend of every man who
earns his bread by the sweat of his face, asa
frisnd of the industries which constitute
the pride glory of this great city, this home
of labor, I earnestly bope that questions
affecting the intarestsof the employer and the
amployed may be adjusted in a maaner satis-
um'rg to all, withoat resort to measures ai-
tended Ly suffaring and loss,”

Then Mr, Gompers was iiroduced, and as he
a't::rd to the frout of the stage, lixing his eyes
- fastly on Dis sodieoce, hn was greeted
with prol applause. Ho profaced his ad-
dress by a few sude remarks regarding his
treatment by the local reception
and then took up the oppusition with which
labor sg!tators are met In pursuing their work.
